Dear Dr. Harp:  
 
You have asked whether the proposed changes to the above-cited regulations are exempt from 
the operation of Article 2 of the Administrative Process Act.  
 
The proposed amendments, to conform regulations to § 54.1-2525 of the Code, are exempt  
in accordance with § 2.2-4006 A 4, which provides an exemption for regulations: “Necessary 
to conform to changes in Virginia statutory law or the appropriation act where no agency  
discretion is involved.” 
 
Having satisfied all legal requirements, you may proceed to take the necessary steps to 
promulgate this exempt regulation with the Registrar of Regulations.
